The following lessous 
were then dwelt upon as being deduced 
from the subjeet :— 

I. The journey of life is a dangerous 
one.—There are robbers in the way of the | 
very worst sort, and all around ua we can | 
see the bitter frnits.of cruel selfishness. 
Young men and young women are robbed 
of their manhood, and sense of honor, and 
purity and reputation and left half dead, 

II, We should extend our sympathies to 
all irrespective of nationality, race, creed, 
or social standiug.—T he people who would 
crush others and deprive them of their | 
rights because they are not of their sect or 
party, would do well to study this parable 
of the Good Samaritan, and pray over it 
until the tiny stream of their love which 
flows tlirough a narrow channel, swells 
into a volume large enough and deep 
enough to carry the*entiie human race 
upon its bosom. 

IIT, We have an exhibition of the prin- 
ciples and practices of Oddfellowship.— 
The treatment which the traveler received 
from the hands of the Samaritan is the 
kind of treatment that Oddfellows are re- 
ceiving from their brethren today. Leta 
member of the I.0.0.I", go whére he will, 
and if he takes sick or is injured, all he has 
todo is to report himself to the nearest 
lodge, and he can depend upon being 
nursed and taken care of generally. Odd- 
fellows act the part of the Good Samaritan 
in that they both care for the sick and 
wounded theinselves and pay others for 
doing it. Many are the ones who during 
the last year spent the long cheerless 
nights watching by the bedsides of their 
sick brothers, and many are the dollars 
which haye been paid by the Order to the 
professional and other hurses for taking 
care of the brethren. Some statistics were 
here given, showing what had been done.

Man in 
Bden fell into the hands of a robber and 
was wounded from the crown of his head 
to the soles of his feet. he moral and 
“ceremonial Jaws did not save, in that they 
were weak, ‘The patriarch, and priest and 
prophet did not, and could not, in that they 
themselves were wounded, Butat last the 
Good Samaritan came, and, moved with 
compassion, exposed himself to danger— 
yes, laid down His life that we might live. 

Te pours into our wounded hearts the wine 
of His blood to cleanse, and the oil of His 
grace to comfort and heal, and takes us 
into His own Church where we will be 
cared for until He shall come again and re- 
ceive us unto Himself. 

Here the members of the Order wers 
exhorted to follow i the foot-prints of this 
Good Samaritan; to visit the sick, relieve 
the distressed, &e., until at last He shall 
say, “Well done. Inasmuch as ye haye 
done i! unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done itunto me. Come 
up and enter into life eternal.”

@ great many cows maintained in tho 
dairies throughout the country are of 
such inferior character that they do not 
pay for thelr keop, and o correspondent 
of the Country Gentleman, in referring 
to this fact, takes some pains to present 
it in such words that people will under- 
stand it; and so he goos on to say that if 
-those inferlor cows constitute but 10 por 
cent. of the total number of dairy cows, 
it requiring three acres to maintain a cow 
thelr presonce is tantamount to a loss of 
Six acres to cach 20 cows kept ina dairy, 
There is no French or Ifallan or othor 
incomprehensible tongue or ‘foreign ac- 
cent’’ about this statetmont., On the con- 
trary, itiatho plaim Hnglish of it, and 
everybody ought to be able to understand 
it, Would there bo anything lost if these 
cows were sold tothe butcher and those 
8lx nores of ground “turned out” to grow 
up in weeds? Cortainly not; and the 
farmer would be ahead just the labor he 
bestows upon tho six nores and tho caro 
of the cows. Indeed, he would bo bottor 
off to the samo extent, with taxus besides, 
if ho wero to soll tho cows and give away 
tho lond. Sut tho farmor is, fortunately, 
under no necossity oither of permitting 
the Jand to grow up in weods or of giving 
it away. He can doyote it to some other 
useful purposo in tho way of raising 
crops, or ho can procure better cows and 
devote it to thelr maintenance, 

And when the charnotor of other stock 
comes to be examinod, and tho results ox- 
pressed in plain Wnglish, 16 will bo found 
that thoro aro other aniniala bosidos dairy 
cows which barely pay for thelr kvop; 
that thoro oro lots of cattle onlonlated for 
beof, and a good many mares, and sho ip, 
ond awino maintained upon the farme 
which give no adequate returns for their 
keep, and that their maintenance moans 
A groat many acres, porhaps In some casos 
As much as one quartor of the farm, put 
to no profitable use and yielding not a 
dollar of return. hore ja nothing Mko 
Kotting these thinga into plain language 
60 ono can undorstand just what is 
meant, Gutifone doos not nnoderstand 
thom at first a little study and roflection 
Will disclose the ronl moaning. And 
nothing can be plainor than that an un- 
profitable animal on the farm moans tho 
uso of fO many across and so much Jabor 
thrown awny; that tho substitution of 
better animals would bring profit from 
the land and compensation for the labor 
put vpon it,

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CULTIVATING VOICES 


METHODS OF THE EUROPEAN TRAIN- 
ING SCHOOLS, 


Visits to Kaula, Marchesi and Herr Stook- 
hausen—Dramatio Force and Style In 
Ono Place, Purity of Tone In Another. 
Modern Methods of Scroaming.” 


One often hears a singer say, ‘I wish I 
knew the correct way of producing the 
yolee.”’? Students wander from one teacher 
to another and find that each has his own 
theories and methods and each culls his 
own tho only correct and proper way. 

Teachers abroad complain of the major- 
{ty of American girls, saying that they 
come for a few lessons, expect wonders 
and are very naturally disappointed at the 
menger results, Nore this disappoint 
ment end with themeel for fond par 
ents and interested friends expect some 
thing grand as the result and often say 
the singer had no voice or ability when 
such is not the case. With mediocre abil- 
ity, time and perseverance will enable any 
one to sings, 

Through the {influence of a pupil of Frau 
Kuula Ihad the pleasure of attending two 
of her afternoon classes and one concert of 
her picked yoices, Iwas electrified and 
ed at the rich dramatic quality of 
which her pupils, almost without 
exception, po: ed. Although middle 
tones were carried in high sopranos up to 
high C, the voices were elastic, and the 
soft tones were very satisfactory. Only in 
a few cases did the method seem a tax on 
the voice, and these cases were those of 
girls in delicate health, At Frau Kaula’s 
concert the style as well as the rich, ring- 
ing quality of the voices made them seem 
more than amateurs and gave promise of 
great things. 

rau Kaula said good health was abso- 
lutely necessary for success in yoice train- 
ing. Often voices were said to be broken 
or gone when such was not the case at all, 
as was later proyed by the perfect condi- 
tion of the voice when health returned, 
As to the safety of allowing the loud, 
strong, middle tones torun so high, she 
said pupils came to her for dramatic, stage 
and concert singing, and that this yaa 
the only way German opera and the ma- 
jority of modern sengs could bo rendered 
with effect, She believed that the old 
Italian methed was utterly inadequate 
to fill the wants of the present style of 
music. All voices, however, could not 
stand dramatic training, and some must 
be contented with parlor and salon singing. 

Another interesting school which we 
visited was in Irankfort on the Main, 
where Professor Stockhausen, the former 
great oratorio and liedersinger of Ger- 
many, now lives, engaged in training 
voices for concert and stage. Our letters 
were sufficient to secure a very pleasant 
interview. ‘he professor expressed him- 
self as opposed to the modern methods of 
‘*screaming,” as he called it, and could 
not understand “how meisters could en 
gage such voices.” His tenors and bari- 
tones were mellow and clear, and without 
that forcing and straining so noticeable 
in many tenors. His sopranos were clear 
and sweet, but none seemed very high or 
very dramatic. One or two mezzos were 
especially delicious and sntisfactory, and 
there was an exquisite quality in nearly 
all the voices that was lacking in the 
voices of Knula’s pupils. In conversation 
with a girl pupil it was remarked that 
Stockhausen’s voices all scemed small. 
Yes, she replied, that they were not big 
voices, but wonderfully pure and sweet. 
It is certain that the most delicate girl 
could sing in this method with no detri- 
ment to voice or physique, and the effect 
in a parlor would be very beautiful, but 
unless#he possessed a phenomenal voice 
she would never makea startling or thrill- 
ing concert or stage singer, 

Chance favored us in Paris, A liter- 
ary woman appeared one afternoon at the 
hotel and said: ‘Come, we will call this 
afternoon on Mme, Marchesi. If she is 
amiable, we will have a most charming 
time; if she isnot we may leave as sud- 
denly as we came.”’ 

Once across the charming little Parc 
Marceau, a few turns brought us to the 
madame’s house, a plain, two story, white 
stone structure, with the entrance at one 
side. 

Madame was in an amiable mood. She 
Jeft at once the bevy of pretty girls who 
were standing around the piano in the 
back parlor, and with arms outstretched 
came toward my friend. A kindly face 
smiled from under the iron gray hair, and 
the tall figure, straight as an arrow, bent 
to greet us with a winning grace. 

“J will speak Wnglish, since your friend 
is American,” said madame, ‘Ab! you 
haye just visited Professor Stockhausen 
and want to talk about my school and 
methods? hen I am interested. Profes- 
sor Stockhausen and I were born in the 
same city, Frankfort-on-the-Main, both 
of German parents. We came to Paris at 
the same time to study yocal culture. As 
chance had it we went to the same grand 
old master, Manuel Garcia, Professor 
Stockhausen traincd for a tenor and I for 
a soprano, but his love for German songs 
and oratorio music led him to leave the 
beaten road indicated by the great mas- 
tor, and he appeared later as a baritone 
singer, what was then considered an infe 
rior volee, the tenor, like the high so- 
prano, boing at that time the favorite 
voice. But Enrope went wild over him, 
The fire and passion of lis excitable Ger 
man temperament gave a charm before 
unknown in the world of Heder, and his 
“iudicnces were mad with enthusiasm. He 
found after a time that he could no long: 
er produce the very high notes, ‘Then he

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Linseod Meal for Cows, 
Tho Wisconsin Kxporiment Station has 
repeatod a former series of experiments 
whose object was the test of the relative 


value of linseed meal when compared 
with corn meal and wheat bran. Tho 
cows were given in round numbers, 40 


pounds cach of silage, 7.8 pounds of bay, 
and 4and a small fraction pounds cach 
of oil meal, corn meal and bran. The 
bran, corn meal and the oil meal wore so 
fed as to determine tho relative influenco 
of each. Few of our readers would care 
to follow out tho dotails, so we jump 
them, with tho flnal summing up, which 
shows that tho lot recelying oll meal ato 
4517.6 pounds of dry matter during the 
foeding period, and that 100 pounds of 
dry matter produced 59.3 pounds of milk, 
containing 8.04 pounds of fat. The lot 
recoiving corn meal ate 4408.7 and gave 63 
pounds of milk, containing 2.84 pounds 


of fat. The lot receiving wheat bran con- 
sumed 4519.5 pounds and gave 61.9 
pounds of milk, whivsh contained 3,11 


pounds of fat. The oll meal gave 7 per 
cent, more fat than the eorn meal, while 
the corn meal gave per cent, the larger 
yleld of milk. Corn meal beat wheat 
bran by 3 per cent. in milk yield, while 
in its turn wheat bran outdid oil meal by 
4 per oent in milk yield. It also contained 
2 per cent. moro fat than the milk from 
oll meal, Whoat bran gave 9 per cont. 
moro fat than corn meal, This latter fact 
is rather surprising. On the whole, the 
cost of the oil meal considered and the 
above yields, If tho value of the manure 
is excluded the oll meal is not an econ- 
omical food for cows. Observant renders 
will at once note thy fact that tho yield of 


fat was quite out of proportion to tho 
yield of milk, ‘This chango 1s apparent 
throughout the tables presented by Prof. 
Wol!, who makes the report. 

Tho number of the globules varied 
with the foods, For of! meal and corn 
men! the ayerage was 200 for ,000lomm,, 
for corn meal and bran there were found 
154, for whent bran and oil meal tho 
nuiubher was 1 ho relative size of tho 
globules stood aa for the first foods, 
254 for the sccond named combination, 
and $17 for tho last. Woe invite attention 


to the fact that ofl meal is much richer 
rotein than the other foods, yet noth- 
in tho results would indicate that 


this fact had any favorable influencs,

606, the average price being 20,94 and the 
average number of patrons 2,814.

Training a Helfer. 

Aman whois fit to havo charge of 
dairy cows never ‘‘brenks’’ an untaught 
heifer to milk—he trains her. The former 
word implies the oxercise of brute force, 
which should never be used with dairy 
cows, and least of all with the timid 
young things which are just having their 
first experience in maternity and lacta- 
tion. The writer of this had two young 
heifers, which had their first calyes with- 
in about a week of each other, The en- 
graving shows how they were taught to 
stand still and be milked, ‘The yard was 
inoclosed by an old-fashioned rail fence, 
and when the first heifer came in she was 
enticed by a pail of feed into one of the 
angles, A light rail was thon slipped into 


L 


She ha\ always been accustomed to kind 
treatment and handling; so, after a lit- 
tle patting on the head, neck, side, and 
below, the work of milking began by 
reaching under tho rail. Of course she 
- was frightened and indignant at first, 
but she was held whore she could dono 
harm, and soon learned that she was not. 
to be hurt. After two or three such les- 
sons sho stood perfectly quiet behind the 
Tailto be inilked, and in less than a 
week she would stand unrestrained in 
any part of the yard while the milker sat 
down on astool by her side and per- 
formed the milking. When the second 
heifer camo in, she was given the samo 
treatmont, and soon no two cows in the 
herd gaye less trouble than tho two 
youngsters.—American Agriculturist.

Transplanting Troes, 

Tho oritical time for trees transplanted 
In spring comes in midsummer. ‘his is 
not generally understood. Most people 
think thelr nowly planted trees need tho 
grontest aftention for two or thrae weeks 
after planting, ‘Then they are watered, 
though probably the soll is still damp 
from tho spring rains. A tree that is in 
proper vigor will always put out new 
leavos whon transplanted, howeyer poor 
its chance of living afterward, ‘Tho sap 
in the roots and trunk is sufficient to 
start the buds into leaf, Thon cumos a 
larger vall for sap, as the leaves oyaporate 
molsture more rapidly. If very heavy 
rains fall tho newy-planted tree may bo 
moro injured than benofited. The loose 
god around its roots will be washed away 
from thom, and then the treo quickly 
perishes. Cultivating tho surface and 
mulching it is tho best; proyontive of 
this, Bu too much reliance should not 
bo placed on mulching, for it brings 
roots near the surface, whoro they aro in- 
jured by frost in winter and droughts

2. Any resident (of Deseronto) over the 
age of twelve years shall be entitled to the

PROF. MILNE, OF JAPAN, SOLVES 
AN IMPORTANT PROBLEM. 


Bulldings That Rest on Steel Ralls Sway 
With the Karth--Successful Experiments 
in Tokio, 


The earthquako has at last boon over- 
come, Prof, .fohn Milne, of tho Impertal 
Colloge of Engineering at Tokio, bas 
volyed the problom that for over 8,000 
yours has boon studlod by tho ablost  sol- 
ontists In all parts of tho world. 

His plan for the abolition of destruction 
by shocks and ruptures of the varth 
striking and comparatively simplo, but 
its chief beauty lies in Its domonstrated 
practioability, It has been tried soveral 
times, and on each occasion proved all of 
tho invyontor’s assertions 


In substanoe, it is the construction of 
buildings upon huge ball bearings. The 
foundations rest on immense tron shot, 


so that whon on earthquako ocours the 
wholo building rolls with the movement 
of the carth, as though it were placed 
upon tho ball bearing of a bioyolo, 
Prof, Milne ts the greatost carthquako 
authority on the globo, Ho has doyoted 
his life to the study of earthquakes, and 
has invented machines which show just 
how the earth moves at such timos, and 
its effcot on all sorts of structures. Ao- 
cording to Prof. Milne, it makes a great 
difference as to bow the structures are 
built, and he says that for hundreds of 
years the Japanoso hayo beon trying to 
deyiso a style of bullding that would not 
rip apart with the vibration and rollings 
of the earth, 
About fifty years ago, after dozons of 
experiments, a famous Japanese builder 
became convinced that the secret of pro- 
teotion did not Hein the construction of 
tho buildings thomselves, but in the foun- 
dations, Upon this theory he set to work 
and erected an immense bmaboo struc- 
ture, with its foundations of wooded 
beams, resting upon long iron rollers At 
the first rambling of an earthquako, after 
its erection, many of the most prominent 
men of Tokio gathered around tho build- 
ing to watch the effect. Fora few min- 
utus it was marvelous. ‘The whole struc- 
ture rose and fell with the undulating 
earth and swayed from side to side at an- 
gles of many degrees. But it was only 
forashort time, and while the quake 
continued in one direction. As soon as 
the trembling swerved toa different di- 
rection the building collapsed, for the 
rollers could only move in one direction, 
from side to side, When the motion of 
the earth was from north to south they 
wero wholly usoless, 


The experiment had demonstrated, 
however, that the torrible destruction 
from earthquakes could at Jeast bo 


chocked, and, encouraged by the action of 
the rollers, the work of experimenting 
was continued, 

The noxt step was to equip a building 
with two sets of rollers, one above tho 
other, and placed at right anglos. This 
Was somewhat more successful, as it sus- 
tained the building for a longer time, but 
was far from guarantecing safety to tho 
occupants 

Many new features were added from 
time to time, but in tho end all proyed 
useless from the one cause, that the earth 
vibrated from so many directions at once. 
At last the experiments were given up, 
and the work which had been watched 
with interest by solentists all 
country abandenai-——— — 

Prof. Milne was one of these experi- 


Tot. 
menters, but he did not give up the moy- 
able foundation theory. At the same 
time he was as much at a loss to solve the 
problem as his colleagues. 

One day about two years ago, while 
taking apart a bloycle, his eye became 
riveted upon the ball bearings xt tho 
axles, and almost instantly the secret be- 
came clear to him. Dropping everything 
else, he began the construction of a foun- 
dation upon the ball theory, 

From the sides of the house he dropped 
four foundation walls, which were 
grooved out at the baso and rested on 
rows of iron shot. These in turn rested 
in grooves, running in all directions, so 
that the house could moye up and down 
ortoand fro in unity with the earth’s 
movements with perfect caso. 

Tho experiment proved successful. The 
structure swayed terribly, but did not 
fall. 

Upon this secret of the problem Prof, 
Milne has worked continuously, and ig 
adding numerous improvements, Quite 
4 number of buildings have already been 
built in Tokio and other cities of Japan 
after this idea, and although they have 
been shaken by carthquakes seyeral times 
not one has fallen. 

He bas now devised a new style of 
building and foundation, which rests on 
balls, but eclipses any of his former in- 
genious inventions. Instead of being con- 
structed of bamboo the building itself is 
built of wood snd jron, Mghtly but 
strongly riveted togothor, so as to make 
the wholo thing really ono pleco, 

He claims that tho building could he 
lifted in its entirety, and not ono pleco 
would fall apart, The foundations, in- 
steal of boing long walls, aro fous 
Wrought Sron posts, one under each cornor 
of the building. hoy are supported and 
connected together by light tron archos, 
running from one to the other, Upon 
these pillars and arches tho bull ling 
rosts, while the Jarge opon space botwoon 
them (the exact area of the bullding) 
forves 45 8 collar, ho base of each of the 
pillara 1s grooved out and rests on on im- 
monso steo! ball. Botweon this ball and 
the base of the posts aro inserted a num- 
ber of amall shot, or really a full sot of 
ball bearings, which are cased in, after 
tho pattern on a bioyolo, 

By this arrangoment tho bullding can 
move quickly ard Nghtly, Tho smallor 
balls are sensitive to shock, and moyo 
readily bofore the larger balls got into 
motion, The four large shot rost upon o 
porfoctly smooth floor of coment, and can 
rollin any direction without Intorrup 
tion, for tholr movement in this plan are 
not confined to groovos, 

About 4 feot from vither sido of tho 
Pillars are stone walls which hold tho 
rolling of tho Dullding to within that 
space, This givea ample play to the away 
ings in any direction, without allowing 


tho building to topple too far over, ‘ho 
only possibility by which the building 
could collapso during an earthquake 


would be tho rending open of o groat 
foam inthe earth directly between tho 
Pillars, In that eyont they would be 
foroed apart and tear tho buildings from 
its foundations, 

This, however, soldom oc ours, for, ol 
though the damage done by earthquakes 
in both Japan and South Amertoa is tor- 
riblo, thoro are but comparatively fow

Tho 
list also shows that at various timos sinoo 
then mountains bave fallen and lakes 
takon tholr places, 

Tho last gront oarthquake of whitch 
thore fa a rocord, the oarth roally opening 
sufticlontly to swallow a largo building, 
was in 1855 at Tokio, Wighty separate 
fhooka wero folt within a month, ond 
104,000 poople perished, Fourtoon thoua- 
and housos were domolished, and jn 
somo cases actually burled, 

This is the last ono whon the ground 
openod to any alarming extent, Tho pros 
| ent day onos are vory dostructive, but 
from vibration only. Thoy will shako 
down wholo districts of houses without 
the oarth opening moro than a fow foot at 
any ono placo, A typlonl oarthquako of 
this nature occurred near Nagoga, Japan, 
just four years ago. Tho ground undu- 
Jatod to such o dogreo that grout factories 
woro thrown to the ground and thousands 
of dwellings wont cown, ‘Tho railroad 
| Was wreokod, and somo of tho most fa- 
mous pottories of tho country destroyed, 
Over 200 Buddhist tomplos wore reduced 
to ruins, and almost as many more by 
fire. 

It was ostimated that 250,000 people 
wore rendered homeless and about 5,000 
killed by debris falling on them, Thous- 
ands were cut and tnjurod by flying 
fragments of buildings, yet thero is no 
rocord of more than 100 actually perish- 
ing by a rent in tho oarth, 

Naturally, in an earthquake like the 
ono of 1855, Prof. Mine's buildings 
would be of little valuo, but selontists 
claim that those of that nature are pass- 
ing away. 

Although his buildings can not fall, 
thoero is nothing to prevont the ocoupants 
being killed by flying furniture, and, 
realizing this, ho has invented what ho 
calls an ‘‘earthquake tablo."’ It is a 
huge table of steel fitted on hoayy ball- 
bearing legs. The idea is to keep one in 
each room of the house, where it can be 
used the samo as an ordinary table, until 
an earthquake comes. It jis then quickly 
pushed in a corner and the oceupants of 
the room crawl beneath it. Under the top 
are iron rings whioh the person holds to 
prevent the table from rolling with the 
movement of the floor, There are also 
steol sides, on hinges, which can be low- 
ered at a momept's notice, and when 
these are down the ocoupant is virtually

ip-a-portable steel sate or case. No flying 
furniture can touch him or demolish the 
table, and as long as the building stands 
he is safe from injury. In the event of 
finding himself in a dangerous corner he 
can move the table to any part of the 
room by means of the iron rings. 

In the new buildings it is not proposed 
to have the furniture fastened to the 
floor, bat look for protection to tho table. 

Those who haye been in earthquake 
countries longest, fear the calamities tho 
most, for they appreciate an earthquake’s 
terrible possibilities more than can be de- 
scribed, hese older inhabitants, who 
haye experienced many of them, long ago 
began the oustom of haying immenso 
coats made, and hanging them to the 
head of their beds ready for instant use. 
‘They kept the pockets stuffed with pro- 
visions and their yaluables. Upon this 
idea Prof, Milne has what he terms an 
“earthquake coat.’’? It reaches from the 
head to the feet, and is mado of tho heay- 
Jest cloth procurable. It is really two 
coats, one over the other. ‘The space be- 
tween the two is heavily padded, anda 
hood with 4 inches of pudding in the 
crown goes with it. Instead of buttons 
there aro clasps on the coat,so that it may 
be fastened on in 4 second’s timo, On 
each sido there are ten pockets of yarious 
shapes and sizes, for tho carrying of pro- 
visions. Kach pocket is arranged for cer- 
fain artioles, and altogether thoy will 
hold enough provisions for several days. 

The coat is designed for uso as o last 
resort only. It is to be kept in a conyen- 
fent place near the bed, and upon indlen- 
tions of the building's collapse is to bo 
hurriedly donned. ho padding is of 
suffictent thickness to render protoction 
from falling objects while the wearor is 
making his oscapo. 

Had these cunts been in uso in tho 
carthquake of threo years ago mentioned, 
there would haye been no records of per- 
sons starving to death upon tho out- 
skirts of the olty, where they had rushed 
to escape the falling bulldings. 

In addition to theso inventions Prof. 
Milne has deyisod an earthquake lamp, 
which will go out ab tho firat trombling 
of the earth. Ho has also many othor in- 
ventions for the proyontion of destruction 
and loss of life by carthquakos, that will 
probably revolutionize the mode of living 
in all tho oarthquake countries,

A Valuable Addit lolr, Bedroom 


Tho principal matorials required will 
bo olght medium-sized olgar boxes, 
Having romoved tho lids, carefully strip 
off all labels, and gluo tho boxes togethor 
one on the top of the other as shown in 
tho sketoh, J suggost gluing as tho noat 
ost and strongest mothod of fastening, 
and feminine tingors oro apt to find the 
managemont of nails rathor difioult, 
When these preliminaries are accom 
plished, tho pigeon holes should be caro- 
fully sand-papered all over to romoyo any 
roughnoss; then, with some stain and 
varnish combined paint inside and out, 
applying two or threo conts until a good 
polish Is obtained, Any stain may be 
applied, but tho dark oak, I think, looks 
tho bost, The noxt step is to procure a 
small bottle of gold paint, and decorate 
in some conventional pattorn each side of 
the pigeon-holos; if this be beyond your 
powors, the old-fashioned spatter work 
applied with a soft tooth brash and comb 
makes oxcollent ornumontation. For tho 
benefit of those who do not know how to 
do spatter work, I may say that it is done 
by dipping tho tooth brush into the gold 
paint, and then passing the comb rapidly 


along it so as to ‘‘spatter’’ the Ii- 
quid upon the artiole to be decorated. If 
artistically dono, spatter work is ex- 


tromoly pretty, ‘lo complete your pigeon

holes, a thin brass or bambou rod should 


be run across the top. This can be pur- 
chased with small brackets for fixing up 
at very little cost, and a pretty curtain 
fixed with small brass rings so as to 
draw backwards end forwards. 

‘The curtain I have designed for my 
pigeon holes is of old-gold  yelveteen, 
About two yards would be required, fin- 
ished with a narrow ball fringe the same 
color, and ornamented with two rows of 
narrow black satin ribbon sewn on in 
vandykes.

PERFUMING FLOWERS. 


3o Clever is That Creature Man That He 
Improves on Nature. 

It hus been found possible not only to 
take away from a flower its natural odor 
but to make it yleld a perfume derived 
fron: soma other flowor. 

There are violets which are humble to 
look upon but which have a sweet fra- 
grance, and there aro handsome mombers 
of the violet family which are almost 
odorless. Modern sclunce in Paris has 
accomplished the transfer of the perfume 
of one to the beauty of tho other, ‘The 
African marigold, which isa beautiful 
flower, is disliked by many on account of 
Its disagroonble odor. This odor has been 
removed also. A sunflowor has boon made 
to smoll like a rose and a chrysanthemum 
liko a violet. 

The machine for perfuming flowers is 
a box lined with ice. he flowers are 
simply laid in the box, into which lead 
pipes charged with carbonic acid gas laden 
with tho desired perfumo. This machine 
is most gonerally used tn strongthoning 
tho natural fragrance of violets and roses. 
The intense porfume resultant will last 
many days. When it is necessary to rob a 
flower of Sts natural odor before giving it 
another it is soaked in bromated wator 
and thon washed, In tho caso of the Afri- 
can marigold the seods were sonkod in 
roso wator and musk and thon sown. Tho 
goods of the flowers which sprang from 
thoso woro treatod In tho same way and 
finally marigolds wore produced with a 
most dolicilous fragrance. 

If flowors are constantly watored with 
a dilution of musk tho odor of musk will 
bo imparted to the flowors, Treos oan De 
tronted In the samo way by pouring & 
thiok liquid containing the dosirod odor 
into a holo In tho trunk. In Paria roses 
and yiolote somotimes haye poured over 
thom a solution of aloohol and porfumo 
mingled with glycerine, which holds the 
porfume. ‘Lho perfumos for flowers may 
bo bought in packages from tho Parisian 
drugg iste.

This method of anawerlng a libel com- 
plaint gives tho party procesdod agatnst 
an opportunity to ropont tho alloged 
offence, under the protection of the law 
instoad of in deflance of it, and ts 4 re- 
newal of tho challenge that the party who 
ostooms himsolf injurod can only submit 
to with such grace as an anticipation of a 
favorable vordict gives bim, 

Thoro ja nothing moro nadmirablo or 
moro generally admired, than a good 
fightor. If a good fightor fighta also for a 
good causo, thon he is quite likely to be- 
como something of a public idol, Mr, 
Dana's fights aro often for causos that 
oro above oriticism, and it ja undeniable 
that his splondidly audacious courage has 
caused him to be rogzarded aaa sort of 
journalistio dolty, rather more oxalted 
than Nostor.

HOW TO SAVE TIMBER. 
Hints for Farmers Who ‘Think of Building 
a Barn, 

Taond you drawing of middlo bent in 
our barn. ‘Tho framo is made ontirely of 
plank two inchea thick, hero is nota 
mortiso or tenon in the ontire barn, 
which is 60 feet square and 24 feet to tho 
caves, It saves half tho timber. It sayes 
$100 to $500 In the cost of a barn. It ro 
quired two of us but four days to get this 
barn ready to raise. Had it boon framed 


in tho old way it would haye reqnired 
about four wooks, Let the farmer count 
the difference in wazos, and let his wife 
count the difference in the amount of 
bread, meat, potatoes, pios, etc., required 
to feed the carpenters. Not only is such 
4 barn cheaper, but it is more convenient, 
for there js no timber inthe way of 
handling grain and hay. It is thoroughly 
braced in every part and fully as strong 
as if built in the old way. Many yisitora 
have come to see the barn and I have yet 
to learn of one who Is not fully convinced 
of its utillty.—John LL, Shawyer, in 
Farm Journal. 


KEEP THE LAND BUSY. 


To Do Otherwise is Bound to Lead to Dis- 
astrous Results. 


If one hires » farm hand by the 
month, and keeps him idle threo or four 
months in the year, people would make 
uncomplimentary remarks about ‘‘a fool 
and his money,” etc., and if he should 
explain that o long rest would do the Ja- 
borer good; that he would thereby pro- 
duce more when he did work; that his 
general health required rest for at least 
one-third of his time, and that he only 
hired him to plow corn, and did not 
know whether he could feed pigs, or dig 
potatoes, would that mend the matter 
any? Would not his neighbor seriously 
consider the propriety of an inquirendo 
de lunatico? And yet these same neigh- 
bors—or some of them—do the same 
thing by substituting thoir land for the 
farm haud. ‘They have fertile flelds, but 
they lie idle for four or five months dur- 
ing tho yoar, They do not reflect that it 
is just as bad economy to keep idle land, 


on which taxes must be pald, as to keop 


idle men whose wages must be paid. 
True, both the land and the man may 
be the better fora little rest, But tho 
mien does not take to his bed to rest, but 
goes hunting and fishing, and thus by 
the stimulus of recreation prepares him- 
self for more productive labor, The fleld, 
when not producing, should be preparing 
for production by the recreation of being 
plowed, harrowed, drained or fertilized, 
as occasion may require. Why should a 
piece of good, healthy ground lie idle all 
winter and spring for the purpose of rais- 
ing a crop of sweet potatoes in the sum- 
mor and fall, any moro than the laborer 
should lie around all the first part of the 
year walting to dig them? While the la- 
borer is idle his wages must be paid; 
while the land is Idl¢ taxes are not. Why 
not keep both man and land busy? It is 
poor economy to kesp them otherwise.— 
Crabtreo's Farmer.

GOVERNMENT RAILROADS, 


In Australia you can ride a distance of 
1,000 miles across the country for $6.50, 
first class, while workmen can ride six miles 
for two cents, twelve miles for four vent, 
and thirty miles for ten cents, and railroad 
men receive from 25 to 30 per cent more 
wages for eight hours of labor than they are 
paid in this country for ton houre. 

In Victoria, where these wages prevail, 
the net income from the railroads is euffi- 
cient to pay all the federal taxes. 

In Wucgary, where the roads are state 
owned, you can ride six miles for one cent, 
and since the roads have been bought by the 
goveroment the men’s wages have doubled. 

Belgium tells the sane story—fares avd 
freight rates cut down one half aud wager 
doubled. Yet the roads pay o yearly 
revenue of $4,000,000. 

Io Germany you can ride four miles for 
one cent on the government owned lines. 
Yet the wages are over 125 per cent higher 
than they were when the corporation owned 
then, aud during the last ten yeara the net 
profits have increased 41 per cent. Last 
year the roads paid the German government 
a net profit of $25,000,000. 

People who favor the government owner- 
ship Of raileonds claim that it the govera- 
ment owned the railroads we could go to 
San Francisco from Boston for $10, Here is 
the proof: 

The United States pays the railroads not 
quite $275 to transport a loaded po tal car 
from Boston to San Francisco, A passen- 
gercar will carry 50 pasrengera which, at 
$10 each would be $500, or a clear profit of 
$225 per car, and this, too after paying 54 
per cent on watored stock, which is fully L00 
per cent on the cort of the road.

BATTLE-FIELD TELEPHONES, 


The Soldier Sticks m Sword in the Ground 
and That Establishes the Earth Current, 


Tho military tolophone in 
France has boon improved considerably 
during recent yoars, and is now one of 
tho bost soryices of the kind in the world. 
La Nature describes at length the oppar- 
‘tus used and the outfit carried by the 
soldiers of cach rogiment who are pro- 
vided with the telephone outfit and gives 
an account of all the experiments and 
improvements after practical oxporionco 
with the tolophone, 

The apparatus now usually adopted is 
that constructed by Capt. P. Charolois. 
Tho greatest importance in his Invention 
is the uso of a single wiro, since he makes 
use of the earth for the return of the cur- 
rent to the baso of tho operation, This 
point is of considerable importance, since 
it lessons tho weight as compared with 
former apparatus by more than ono-third. 
He has further been able to prove that 
the insullation of the telephono wire is 
unnecessary, and that metallic wire 
unrolled and allowed to lie on the soll 
without any precaution or insulation will 
be sufficient to conduct an olectric our- 
rent for relatively long distances, say for’ 
ten or even fifteen miles. Tho transmit- 
ter and receiver used in his: instruments 
ure of groat sensibility, and greatly in- 
or@io tho.value of his telephone, which 
is calculated to be used in open air and 
irrespective of other nolses going on 
around. 

Telephonic posts are formed prefera- 
bly by two men, one of whom carries the 
apparatus while the other attends to the 
telephoning. ‘The two men are supposed 
to bea private for the carrying and a 
non-commissioned officer for the report- 
ing duties. The communication is con- 
stantly kept up, since the wire unrolls 
automatically without diffoulty, and is 
rolled up when the steps are retraced as 
easily as tho wire is fed out. When the 
telephone is to be used the soldier draws 
his bayonet, through which the return 
current goes, and sticks it into the 
ground, Tho telephone is then ready for 
immediate use, and remains so until the 
bayonet is drawn out again and replaced 
into the xcabbard, Each regiment is pro- 
vided with six telephones and the neces- 
sary material, the men being under the 
command of an electrician, who has the 
rank of a commisioned officer; six "non- 
commissioned officers and twelve privates 
completing the telephone company of 
each regiment. The men are divided 
through the different companies in such 
a way that all the officers may communi- 
cate with headquarters, and through 
headquarters with each other. 

Such a service is naturally of the 
greatesb importance when the regiment 
is moving in maneuvers of war on uncer- 
tain territory, and since these telephone 
lines may be thrown forward quite a dis- 
tance and the telephone may be used 
while both parties are marching, it will 
materially change the tactics of military 
engagements in future as far as trans- 
mision or orders and their rapid execu- 
tion are concerned.

Asa Prussian, Bismarck was anything 
but a republican, since he belleved with 
unwavering firmness in the divine right 
of the Hohenzollerns to rule in that 
land; but ho acknowlodged that a consti- 
tutional and limited monarchy, where 
the soveroign was but as the cupola of 
tho house was the best governmont for 
England, and that a pure democracy was 
the best kind of government for the 
United States. When, therefore, most of 
the nobles were anxiously hoping for the 
overthrow of the Amerloan republic, Bls- 
marck exerted, quietly but powerfully, 
his grent influence in favor of non-inter- 
vontion, which was in effect a doolara- 
tion tn fayor of the union. 

When Bismarck developed a relig- 
fous bentitis not hard to see. In his 
youth he was so wild and reckless that 
he bycame known in the army where he 
seryed as the ‘‘Mad Bismarck,'’ and ho 
kept up this reputation when he had ro- 
turned to his ancestral home at Schoen- 
hausen to become a country ‘squire and 
cultivate the estate ho had inherited from 
his father, the retired captain of dra- 
goons, His mad pranks wore hold in 
such disesteem by his neighbors that ho 
was not thought to be a safo match for 
Fraulein Von Puttkamer when in 1847 
he sought her to bo his wife. The coun- 
try ‘squire, by methods similar to thoso 
of the chancellor of a quarter of a cen-

questions when he thought them suffi- 
ciently sensible and put the others by 
with a frank courtesy and asmilo that 
had no appsrent sarcasm in it. 

When I saw Bismarot he was 63 years 
old and was a splendidly preserved, well 
proportioned giant. He was at the very 
height of his powor and scemed to hold 
the destinios of Kurope in the hollow of 
his hand.

Why were 
you not honorable enough to tell me this 
at first, as if I had known this I would 
never have entered into an engagement 
with you? ‘here is not tho slightest 
chance of gutting a dispensation either 
hore or in Kngland owing to this fact.’’ 
She added that her faith and belief in 
her religion wero far dearer than either 
life or happiness, and she was sorry this 
upset had occurred at the oleyenth hour, 
but better now than too late, Plaintiff 
replied that he had not gono to a lodge 
for twenty years, and said that there 
were plenty of her religion Freemasons. 
He thought sho had known that he had 
been a Freemason. Counsel said his oll- 
enfhad been worried and victimized, 
and he asked the jury to give him reason- 
able compensation. 

Mr, Sullivan, Q.C., stated the defend- 
ant’s case, and said that the plaintiff en- 
tered into this ongagement when his wife 
was only a few months in the tomb. The 
defendant met him on the 11tn of July; 
the engagement took place on the 27th 
of tho same month. She entered into the 
engagement subject to obtaining tho 
sanction of har church. Her brother ap- 
plied to the Bishop for dispensation, 
which was absolutely refused. When the 
Bishop refused, the dvfendant wrote to 
his Holiness, the Popo, explaining the 
circunistances of this engagement, There 
wasa statement in a letter that tho 
Pope's consent had been obtained, He 
did not know how the mistake arose, 
She knew he wasa Protestant, bunt did 
not know he was @ i’reemason, and she 
was willing and ready <o marry him un- 
til prohibited by tho ordinanc’s of ber 
religion, Counsel submitted that the ob- 
taining of the dispensation was a condi- 
tion of the contract. Plaintiif would not 
have the gratification of torturing the 
defendant in the witmess box, as the his- 
tory of the case was sontained in the lot- 
tors, and it was not necessary. 

Mr. John O'Sullivan, J. P., brother 
of » defendant, was examined, and said 
that Captain Taverner entered into the 
contract of marriage at Adare on the 27th 
of July, 1895. He waited on the Bishop 
of Limerick, endeavoring to get his con- 
sent, byt bis lordship finally and defi- 
nitely refused. ‘That was about tho Ist of 
October. On October 8rd he learnt for 
tho first time that tho plaintiff was a 
Freemason, and did not know that at the 
time he gave his consent. 

R Dr. Thor O'Doa was exumined 
as to the canon laws of tho Roman Cath- 
olio church, but his Lordship’ refused to 
admit oh evidonce, ¢ ng that the law 
of the church snd tho tho Jand

HEIRS TO ENGLAND'S CROWN. 


Only Once Has the Succession Been Ke- 
duced to a Single Life, 

Victoria’s long line of descendants 
maka it cortain that the English crown 
will not lack for direct heirs at her death. 
Only once in English history has it 
seemed likely that the English crown 
would fail of a direct heir. When tho 
thirteenth century was about five years 
old there was actually no direct heir to 
the English crown. Henry Il. witnessed 
the prospective and scemingly probable 
extinction of the Norman line, He had 
four sons. His oldest, Henry, diod ‘six 
years boforo him without issue. His third 
son, Geoffrey, died three years before 
him, leaving one sop, Arthur of Brit- 
tany, and at his death, in 1189, Richard 
Was unmarried, and John had no chil- 
dren, Richard succeeded him, and died 
without issue; John came tothe throne, 
and though childless himself, murdered 
his nephew. He was now absolutely the 
last of the direct Norman line. In the 
year of his father’s death, 1189, he di- 
yorced his first wife, Hawisia of Glou- 
cester. His second wife was Isabella of 
Angouleme, but he had no child till 1207, 
when Henry III. was born, Thus the 
possibilities of direct heirship to the 
throne were, preyious to the birth of 
Henry III., narrowed down to a single 
life.

CLEANING THE PLOW. 


How to Romove Rust in Three or Four 
Applications. 

Buy from a drug store four ounces of 
sulphurio acid and pour it carefully into 
4 pint of water. Do not spill a drop of it 
on the flesh or clothing, as it will burn 
like fire. Cork the bottle tightly. When 
ready to use, pour a littleon the rasty 
surface, und let it soak in; when dry give 
another coat. If the plow is very rusty 
three or four applications may be re- 
quired. Scour off with fine sand and wa- 
ter. Rub dry with cloth, Rub over the 
steel a mixture of crude petroleum and 
Jard, equal parts, Set the plow upon 
board floor jn burn, free from rain or 
snow. A plow thus treated will scour 
bright after a round or two, and, with a 
good team, the furrow will turn over 
without a break. When the plow is being 
cleaned is a proper time to examine the 
nuts and bolts to sec that they are all 
screwed up, and that the threads of bolts 
are not 50 much worn as to work loose, 
It 1s of adyantage to bave a few plain and 
cutter points and a dozen bolts, such us 
bolts for points, landscape and mold 
boards.—Massachusetts Ploughman. 


How to Economize. 
“The best way to economize in a 
household is to learn how to make care- 
fnl use of the best materials,’’ said Mrs, 
Rorer inone of her recent demonstra- 
tion lectures, ‘‘It is never economicai to 
buy inferior food. But do not make the 
mistake of supposing that the most ex- 
pensive is always tho best. I have already 
explained that fillet, which costs $1 a 
pound, is neither so well flayored nor so 
nutritious as other parts; it is, as I have 
sald, undeveloped meat.

Flight of Louis xtI. 


Carlyle probably died without any con- 
sciousness of his gravest mistake, his ac- 
count of the king’s flight to Varennes. 
It was not until March, 1886, that Mr, 
Oscar Browning, who in the previous au- 
tumn had been over the ground, showed, 
ina papor before the Royal Historical 
Society, that the account, while ‘ta very 
vivid picture of the affair, as it oc- 
curred, in its broad- outlines consistent 
with the truth,’’ was ‘‘in almost every 
detail jnoxact,’’ ‘‘almost every statement 
false or exaggerated.’’ Carlyle's cardinal 
blunder was that ho took the distance 
from Paris to Varennes to be only sixty- 
seyen miles, where as itis 150 I should 
imagine that he confused Varennes-on- 
Argonne with Valennes-Jaulgonne, a 
village not lying far off the route, now 
sixty-six miles by rail. From this blun- 
der flowed a whole catalogue of errors, for 
which I must refer tho reader to the his- 
torical sovicty's transactions. Mr. Brown- 
ing’s paper is eyidently not so well known 
as it should be, inusmuoh as tho Mar- 
quis of Ripon, at the London mooting for 
the purchase of the Chelsea house, olted 
the flight to Varennes as an example of 
Carlyle's historical gifts, Suffico it to say 
that tho pace of the royal carriages in 
Carlyle’s narrative bocame three miles 
por hour instead of six and o half, and 
that the carriage itself became a huge 
lumbering veblole, whereas it was a woll- 
constructed post-chalse, going atan ordl- 
nary pace, on an occasion, however, when 
the pace should haye been unusual, 

Mr, Brown is thurough, almost morel- 
Jess in his exposuro of errors. Ho could 
not, indeed, bo expected to pass over Car- 
lylo's description of Drouet as in his 
night-gown, instoad of dressing-gown, as

fied address may bo co returned, subject to 
the payment by the sender, on delivery to 
him through the Post Office, of the full 
amount of postage to which the artiole was 
in the firat place liablo, together with any 
charges rated thereon in connection with any 
deficiency in . the original prepayment. 
Photograph albume, whether empty or with 
photographs inserted. may bo sent by post, 
either within Canads or to any Portal 
Union Country at the rate of 1 cent per 2 
Ounces, Persons writing to Postmasters for 
information of an official nature should be 
careful to enclose the neceseary portage for 
reply. The lowest rate on school examina-

A pretty wrap to kogp on lounge or 
divan, ready for instant use, is shown by 
the sketch. 1t is made of figured old-rose 
slikolino lined with the same mniaterial 
in a harmonizing shade of mottled blue. 
Thero is a light interlining of wadding, 
which is tasked in place with occasional

knots of old-roso silk. Around the edge 
jan bordor of coarse, durable ecru lace, 
slightly fulled. ‘The finished wrap is two 
yards long and not quite as wide. 

Such coyors are light, warm and com- 
fortablo, and oraaniental. When not in 
use they mag bo folded, or prettily draped 
over any unocoupled part of the lounge. 


Blanket for an Infant's Carriage. 

A blanket for an infant's carriage may 
be very simply made of iyory-white mor- 
ino, cashmere or Wrench flannel. Line 
with siik, and if oxtra warmth {is re- 
quired, interlino with wadding. Ein- 
broider across the top, in the natural col- 
orsa cluster of pink ocloyer blossoms. 
Mark the edge with spool-sized scallop, 
and embroider in buttonhole-stiteh with 
iyory-whito Roman floss. A rufile of Ince 
two or three inches deep set all about the 
edge will be an offective addition, 

Another of similar material might be 
preferred in somo delicate tint embroi- 
derod in white roses or white cloyer blos- 
soms. This blanket might be bound 
about the edge with wide white ribbon, 

A simpler crlb cover or carriage blanket 
than those given above may be made of 
fino white scrim. Hemstitch a hem about 
the edges and draw threads a little dis- 
tance from the hemstitching deep enough 
to allow of an inch (or wider) pink satin 
ribbon in and ont between the remaining 
threads. 


é For the Baby. 

A pretty and unique counturpane for a 
baby’s crib may be made of small em- 
broidered linen or muslin handkerchiofs, 
Baste them, diamond-wise, on a founda- 
tion of blue or pink chambray or linen, 
s0 that the tips of the scullopod edges just 
meet, and feather-stitch them to the 
foundation with Asiatic filo matching 
the tint of the foundation. 

A sufficient number of the handker- 
chiefs may be out in two squares on tho 
edges, and a ruffle of muslin ombroidery 
may be added ag a finish to the edge. 

A handsome crib cover could be made 
of the little silk handkerchiofs which may 
often be bought at ao dollar a dozen, 
Tinted ones would be yery pretty. Where 
silk handkorchiefs aro used, China silk 
should be substituted for chambray as a 
lining, and Ince should finish the edgo.

tions of Buropo. Not only Menelok, but 
Abyssinin, must bo rooognized herenaftor 
aan military powor to be respectod and 
no longor to be re, dow os n mere tribal 
federation armed and officored os other 
somi-barbarian armies. 

Whon, & quarter of no oontury ago, 
Abyssinin omoerged into what may bo 
termed tho sldolight of nineteenth can- 
tury knowledge aftor hundrods of yoars 
of obsourlty and noglout, sho inapirad no 
hops for a future, no clement of rospoct 
among the powors of Buropo, The char- 
neter of the rolgning monarch, tho prim- 
tive social condition of the people and the 
savage fanaticilam of her priosthood only 
deeponod this impression as the country 
bocame better known through the con- 
quest of British arms. 

In 1872 JSassal, who was afterward 
crowned King John, of Abyssinia, de- 
fonted in a groat and deolsiye battle near 
the now fatal spot of Adowa, Gobazio, 
Prinoe of Ambara, a triba) roler of lim- 
ited sway. At Axum on tho 21st of Jan- 
uary, 1872, there was celebrated tho cor- 
onation of the victorious Kassal, with 
barbarlo splendor of two weeks’ duration, 
M was under the rule of this wretched 
potentato that tho olvilized grow to know 
more of the country over which ho exer- 
olsed. sway. A moro unworthy con- 
ductor of a nation into the courts of cly- 
ilization nover wore the purple. Colonel 
*‘Ohinose” Gordon in 1881 thus wrote of 
King John:— 

‘Ho nover smilos, never looks you in 
tho face and has a most ungovernablo 
tempor, He cuts off the lips of thoso who 
use tobioco, and outs off the noses of all 
those who use snuff, Hoe doteots tho use

of tobacco in any form. By means of tor-4 
ture he has conyertod 100,002 M-samed- 
ans to tho Christin religion, His favor- 


ite method is to pour boiling tallow into | 


the eyes and ears of his victims. Ho fs of 
4 fanatical disposition, himself hating, 
and hated by all who come in contact 
with him.” 

This was the predecessor of Menelek, 
Who within a month has sprung into 
contemporaneous history as the ‘* Napol- 
oon of Africa,’’ His reign was one al- 
most unending succession of wars and 
bloodshed. Hewas a slave of suporsti- 
tion, one of his weird peculiarities being 
that he would neve? go into battle unless 
one of his four fayorite Hons was led in 
advance of him. 

Monolek II. came to the throne in 188! 
on the death of King John, Ho y 
Prince of Shoa and was the fathor-in law 
of King John's son, His dAughtwr, Prin- 
cess Marie, was married to Ras Area 
Selassie, son of King John, in March, 
1852. ‘Through all the preceding years 
Monolek of Shoa had been a sullen oppo- 
nent of the adyanco of King John’s terri- 
torial limits. ‘he union of their children 
did not harmonize thom to any extent, 
for six years later the Crown Prince died 
suddenly, and it is supposed that he was 
poisoned, 

The nuptial festivities of Menolok’s 
daughter lasted, with foasting, games and 
hunting parties, for two week The 
Shoa dynasty, of which Monolek is tho 
head, claims to be the oldest royal house 
in existence, with an unbroken descent 
from King Solomon of the Court of Jeru 
salom and the Queen of Sheba. On the 
marriage of Princess Marie she received 
the most precious heirloom in tho posses- 
sion of her father, Menelek, a massive 
golden diadem, enriched with twelve 
hugo rubles, This, it is claimed, was 
once the property of King Solomon tho 
Wise, who bestowed it on the Queen of 
Shoba, or Shon, when she left Jorusalom, 

It has beon the dream of Menelek II, 
to restore the anolont Mmits of his coun- 
try from Lake Nyanza to Khartoum, in- 
cluding all of the Galla country. His am 
bition is to ro-ostablish the kingdom of 
Ethiopia os it wasin the days when the 
Queen of Sheba, hearing of all of the gio- 
ries of the court of Jerusalem, visited 
King Solomon with a train of surpassing 
richnoss and wealth, the choicest gifts of 
her native land. 

With this in yiew, shortly after his no 
cossion tothe throne, ho Issued bis fa 
mous letter to the rulers of Kuropo, 
warning thom to koep hands off. In that 
lettor of October, 1891, in which ho 


signed himself aa the ‘Lion Conqueror 
of the Tribe of Judah, Menelek, chosen 
of God, King of Kings, of Hthi tak 
declared, with a diroeotne f ing 
that surprised the Kur An poy that 
Ido not proposo be an indifferont 
spectator orelgn powe ) l 
ing Africa among themaclyes,'' at n 
he concludes with an earnost hoy that

Mr. Chamberlain and the Irish. 

ow itso happens that Mr. Chamber- 
lain at the Colonial Office is very far from 
being a persona grata with a very influen- 
tial element in the governing bodies of all 
the great dependenc It may not alto- 
gether be a dis ntage that Mr, Cham 
berlain should ha¥e it borne in upon him 
by his experience of colonial administra- 
tion that until the Irish are pacified the 
Empire can never be united, Irishmen 
outside [reland ar ir more influential 
than in their own native country. They 
are not so powerful, it is true, in the Brit- 
ish colonies as in the United States, but 
there is not a town in any part of the 
world under the Union Js where there 
Is not section of men who are either 
Trish born or of Irish descent.

BRITISH WHEAT AOREAGE, 

Tho Times’ London special says: Agricul- 
tural roturue for 1895 reveal some remark- 
able facte, The wheat acreage bas dimin- 
ished by 510,000 acresin a single year.

Notwithstandiog this dead 
meat imports continue to monot up, over 
600,000 tons, of which three-fifths was from 
the United States, coming in last year, The 
total annual imports of flour and wheat have 
now reached tho tremendous figure of $150, 
000,000, When, however it is realized that 
the British farmers are so uoonterprising ae 
to allow $20,000,000 worth of foreiga ogga_to

HaAirax, May 25.—There was an ani-

They Have Been Trying for Years to Dis- 
pose of the Plague In Australia, 

Some years ago the Government of 
New South Wales offered a reward of 
£95,000 to anyone who suggested a really 
efficient method of getting rid of the rab- 
This offer stood open for several 
nd more than 2,000 schemes were 
coming from all parts of the 
Many were tried, but none was 
satisfactory, ond

Australians tried to make up their minds 
to the inevitable permanence of the pest ¥ 


Ferrets, stoats, and weasels were t 
ported and bred in thousands, and 
haye done good work. Poisons of 
sorts were tried with but little sneces 
Cats were introduced, and they also dia 
good service. But the rabbits multiply at 
such an astounding rate that they have 
much more than hold their own and 
have spread into new rogions, dostroying 
a large proportion of all crops wherever 
thoy have penetrated. 

Direotly and indirectly South Australia 
loses fully £500,000 a year from rabbits. 
The Government of Victoria has been 
working hard sJnce 1880 trying to keep 
down the plague, and has spent more 
than £800,000 in the work. The amount 
of money spent by farmers and their 
landowners is incalowlable, One man, ie 
owning a large estate, has spent £15,000 : 
in the past fow years fighting rabbits. 
The Government estimates that no less = 
than 87,750,000 acres of land, farming t 
and grazing, in tho Colony of Viotorla, 
is infested with rabbits. a 

Many schemes hayo been offered for 
making uso of the rabbits commercially, 
and thus recouping at least a little of the 
loss they cause. Many thousands are 
killed and their’ skins used, and some- 
thing of a trade has been built up In the 
shipment of rabbits to England and clse- 
where for food, either canned or frozen. 
But the world can’t live on rabbit meat, 
and it would need to in onler to alton 
the Australians a profitable way 
making use of their rabbits. Tho skins 
aro largely used for many purposes. 
Ono concern in Victoria uses 874,000 d 
rabbit skins overy year, and In the last ’ 
seyonteen years about 638,000,000 seins 
haye been exported from Victoria.

Fattening Foods for Brollers. 

When chicks for market are to be made 
fat they should be at least eight weoks 
old, as too much forcing of young chicks 
may cause leg weakness or indigestion. 
Fattening should be done in a week or 
ten days, and the chicks should be 
shipped to market just as soon as they 
are ready. It is not necossary to feod 
oftener than three times a day, and all 
food not consumed at cach meal 
should be removed afterwards. Early in 
the morning give them a light mess of 
finely chopped grass, onion tops, lettuce 
or any green food, sprinkled with corn 
meal. After they have caten it give them 
as much wheat and cracked corn as they 
will eat. At noon give a stiff dough com- 
posed of a pound each of corn meal and 
ground oats and half a pound of crude 
tallow and four ounces of linseed meal, 
At night give wheat and cracked corn, 
Between meals scatter a gill of millet 
seed for a hundred chicks and let them 
seek the seeds which will keep them 
thrifty. Keep fresh water, charcoal and 
grit always before them. 


In Regard to Marviage. 


In Japan, if a woman is not married 
by acertain age, tho authorities pick 
out o man whom they compel her to 
marry. In Schleswig there is » spinster’s 
insurance company, established to provide 
for the single lady members of well-to-do 
families. The company gives them 
shelter, board and pin money, In Den- 
mark young women are able to insure 
against being old maids, Should they 
remain sp\nsters at forty they receive a 
weekly allowance.
